Troy weight ſerveth to weigh bread, gold, ſilver and 
electuaries. It alſo regulateth and preſcribeth a form 


how to keep the money of England at a certain ſtand- 
ard. The goldſmiths have divided the ounce troy — 2 


into other parts, which they generally call mark weight.

One of the principal 
manufaQures of Perſia, is embroidery in gold and filver, 
on-eJoth, ſilk, or-f4eathier. - Turkey-leather is chiefly 
brought from hetee and · carried thro Turkey; as allo 
thoſe called I urkey-carpets are really made here But 
the principal manufacture of the coumry is that of filk, 
which they either work up alone; or mc wid cotton; 
camel or goats hair; their brocades, gold tiſſue, and 
gold velvet are admirably fine.
